Such  a tour  is  like  taking 
trip  to  another  planet.  Here  one 
sees  row  upon  row  of  trim  grey 
metal  boxes  housing  millions 
of  minute  wires,  ear-h  with  its 
separate  job.  to  bring  better 
and  faster  service  to  the  com 
pany's  customers. 

The  miracles  of  modern  day 
automation  are  clearly  illu- 
strated in  this  up-to-date  nerve 
center.  For  while  thousands  of 
conversations  pass  through  this 
office  each  day,  no  human  hand 
is  involved.  Each  phone,  owned 
by  North  Pittsburgh,  has  its 
separate  identity,  registered  on 
a tape,  as  a long  distance  call 
is  made.  This  tape  is  handled 
only  long  enough  to  place  it  in 
another  machine,  which  inter 
prets  the  series  of  dots  and 
dashes  and  registers  each  call 
to  a separate  card. 

These  cards  are  then  sort- 
ed. again  by  machine,  and  filed 
until  it  is  time  for  monthly 
hills. 

Machines  Do  Work 
Again  the  machine  comes 
into  play.  The  cards  are  again 
sorted  and  fed'*  to  a machine 
which  writes  the  bills,  address 
es  the  envelopes  and  presents 
them  to  secretaries  who  place 
the  bills  in  envelopes.  This  en- 
tire operation,  formerly  length- 
ly  and  laborious,  now  takes 
matter  of  minutes. 

After  July  1.  the  antiquated 
apparatus  and  inadequate 
switchboards  which  tried  Sax- 
onburg operators’  patience  be- 
yond endurance  and  drove  cus- 
tomers wild  will  all  be  “just  a 
memory.”
